Although one captured 
document indicated an attack on 
the city between Thursday and 
next Tuesday, one analyst said: 
“We don’t feel that during 
March an attack will material­ 
ize on Saigon. We feel the ob­ 
jective is Saigon ultimately."

He said the legislature should 
not set a precedent of taking 
over the rule-making role from 
college and university adminis­ 
trators. 
The speaker said the legisla­

educational in­ 
stitutions. But he said much 
broader factors, including the 
Vietnam war and problems of 
the minorities, are involved. 
“We’re not going to pass a 
bill and have it all go away,” 
Monagan said.

When you telephone cross- 
country these days, there is a 
very good chance your conver- 
sation is racing along with pic- 
tures, data, handwriting and 
even heartbeats. 
"Today's telephone network 
carries a great variety of in- 
formation, much like a broad 
highway that carries different 
types of autos and trucks," said 
R. J. Jalli, Manager for Pa- 
cific Telephone. 
Within the next few years, 
Picturephone service will be 
added to the network; the "see- 
as-you-talk" service is sched- 
uled for introduction during the 
1970's. And the Bell Telephone 
System estimates that by 1975 
there will be as much informa- 
tion transmitted between ma- 
chines on the network as talk 
between people. After all, ma- 
chines speak faster and convey 
more facts in shorter time pe- 
riods than people possibly can. 


"Any 
type of information that 


can be converted into electronic 
vibrations or pulses has a valid 
passport into the nationwide 
communications network," Jal- 
li stated. 
Jalli added that the use of 
pushbutton telephones to query 
computers already is becoming 
commonplace. 
For example, Jalli said in 
Sacramento the real estate in- 


dustry is setting up a system 
utilizing a computer in Deltroit, 
Mich., to help prospective buy- 
ers find the house they want. 


After interviewing the cl Rents 


to determine exactly what fea- 
tures they want in their new 
home, the real estate sale:;.man 
then feeds this information into 
a telephone by tapping out a 
series of code numbers on a 
"Touch-Tone" pad. The infor- 
mation is flashed across (Coun- 
try to the Detroit computer 
which has stored information on 
all residential property offered 
by the Sacramento Real Estate 
Board's Multiple Listing Serv- 
ice. Within seconds the comput- 
er 
supplies the Sacramento 


salesman with addresses of all 
the homes listed that meet the 
client's specifications. 
Jalli said there are many oth- 
er applications of this type of 
service in use in the nation. 
In Ohio, a service station op- 
eration can order tires, bat- 
teries or other goods by tap- 
ping the appropriate buttonis on 
his telephone.

"Some risk always remains, in 
view of the very complex pro- 
gram and the large quantity of 
various apparatuses for impor- 
tant maneuvers." 


Blagonravov's comments ap- 


peared in an interview in the 
Communist party newspaper 
Pravda.

And the Bell Telephone 
System estimates that by 1975 
there will be as much informa­ 
tion transmitted between ma­ 
chines on the network as talk 
between people. After all, ma­ 
chines speak faster and convey 
more facts in shorter time pe­ 
riods than people possibly can. 
“ Any type of information that 
can be converted into electronic 
vibrations or pulses has a valid 
passport into the nationwide 
communications network,” Jal­ 
li stated. 
Jalli added that the use of 
pushbutton telephones to query 
computers already is becoming 
commonplace. 
For example, Jalli said in 
Sacramento the real estate in­ 


dustry Is setting up a system 
utilizing a computer in Dettroit, 
Mich., to help prospective buy­ 
ers find the house they v/ant. 
After interviewing the clients 
to determine exactly what fea­ 
tures they want In their new 
home, the real estate sale:i man 
then feeds this information into 
a telephone by tapping out a 
series of code numbers on a 
“Touch-Tone” pad. The lw for­ 
mation is flashed across coun­ 
try to the Detroit computer 
which has stored information on 
all residential property offered 
by the Sacramento Real Estate 
Board’s Multiple Listing Serv- 
lce. Within seconds the comput­ 
er supplies the Sacramento 
salesman with addresses of all 
the homes listed that meet the 
client’s specifications. 
Jalli said there are many oth­ 
er applications of this tyj>e of 
service in use in the nation. 
In Ohio, a service station op­ 
eration can order tires, bat­ 
teries or other goods by tap­ 
ping the appropriate buttons on 
his telephone. The computer 
tells him by recorded voice 
when to expect delivery and 
then automatically bills him. 
In Delaware, a chain of shoe 
stores is connected with a 1 ocal 
bank so that any purchaser can 
have his account automatically 
debited by the amount otf his

The solution was to set up a 
hlerarchlal switched network 
so that local telephone offices 
would be connected to telephone 
offices 4 hat act as “brokers” 
for circuits — passing calls 
back and forth on prearranged 
interconnecting routes. 
“The switched network is o r­ 
ganized something like a com - 
pany with different levels of 
responsibility,” 
Jalli 
said. 
“ Every office reports up a step, 
and if one office can’t take care 
of the transmission needs, it 
hands the problem to the next 
highest office.’’ 
At the bottom of the hierarchy 
is the local telephone exchange, 
which is connected to all the 
subscribers in its area. These 
offices have such specialized 
duties as providing power to 
operate telephones, 
ringing 
subscribers, accepting calls 
when they’re offered and keep­ 
ing records 


“ People often think of data 
transmission as something new 
on the network,” Jalli conclud­ 
ed. “ But the called number, 
which is a form of data, has 
always been passed from office 
to office as a connection is 
established. So ever since it 
was established, the telephone 
network 
has been handling 
data.”

Your Life," is expected to act 
on the program at a meeting 
next month in Sacramento af- 
ter committee and staff reports 
on the program are presen*ed. 
In a meeting Friday, board 
member Dorman Commons of 
Fullerton said the John Birch 
Society's 
magazine devoted 


seven and a half pages of its 
January issue to an alleged 
Communist plot to undermine 
American values through sex 
education. 


Commons said the Birth So- 
ciety is responsible for much 
of the critical mail the board 
has received on the program. 


"I do not think we should be 


led astray by the volume of 
mail," he said. "One thing 
that impressed me was the qual- 
ity of the letters we received 
supporting sex education." 
Thomas Harward, a physician 
from Needles who is vice pres- 
ident of the board, denied the 
Birch Society is involved. 


"I could not reach that con- 


clusion. It is just not founded 
on fact," he said. 
Harward objected strongly to 


the educational film, prepared 
by educational station KQED- 
TV in San Francisco and used 
by 120 districts in Northern 
California and several districts 
in other states. 


"You have left a vacuum in 


the matter of religion and mor- 
als," he said. Board member 
Eugene Ragle of Auburn, said 
there was too little guidance 
and too much left to the chil- 
dren. 


Marilyn McCurdy, a teacher 


who appears in the film, said 
more 
precise religions or 


moral guidelines could not be 
included in the lessons without 
conflicting with the principle of 
separation of church and state.

film aerlea, "Time of 
Your L ife /' is expected to act 
on the program at a meeting 
next month In Sacramento af­ 
ter committee and staff reports 
on the program are presented. 
In a meeting Friday, board 
member Dorman Commons of 
Fullerton said the John Birch 
Society's 
magazine 
devoted 
seven and a half pages of Its 
January issue to an alleged 
Communist plot to undermine 
American values through sex 
education. 
Commons said the Birth So­ 
ciety is responsible for much 
of the critical mail the board 
has received on the program. 
"I do not think we should be 
led astray by the volume of 
m ail," he said. "One thing 
that impressed me was the qual­ 
ity of the letters we received 
supporting sex education." 
Thomas Harward, a physician 
from Needles who is vice pres­ 
ident of the board, denied the 
Birch Society is involved. 
"I could not reach that con­ 
clusion. It is just not founded 
on fact," lie said. 
Harward objected strongly to 
the educational film, prepared 
by educational station KQED- 
TV in San Francisco and used 
by 120 districts in Northern 
California and several districts 
in other states.
